formances. We read that, although niany Geraians find tbe constant nieddling 
of the police in the Citizens' affairs irksome, they are willing to bear it because 
the benefits outweigb the drawbacks. 

There is only one section in Fife's work with whieh one is tempted to seri- 
ously disagree, and that is tbe description of tbe German press. Tbe German 
people have been progressing rapidly, very rapidly in tbe last few years, and 
judgnients that might have been correct a decade ago have already become anti- 
quated. The German press has long suffered mider the odinni of Schopen- 
hauers caustic reruarks concerning the slovenliness and dullness of its style, 
and it has long been a term of reproach to say that a piece of writing was 
"newspaper German." This may still hold good for numerous provincial pub- 
lications, but it would seem that the recent progress of the great metropolitan 
dailies has been so great, that a revision of judgment is necessary. 

Considered as a whole, Fife's book possesses the cardinal virtues of simpli- 
city, clearness and fairness. It treats a subject at sufficient length and with 
sufficient thoroughness to impart a definite idea of its significance, while it 
avoids the deadly sin of dullness. A book that one may recommend to the 
American public with a good conscience.
